Packet Service Pays 


T 


HIS part of the valley's only experiment in 


freight packet service on the 
Mississippi 


has, we understand, proved a modest success 
so far, the line now running between La Crosse 
and St. Paul finding plenty of freight to carry 
at a reasonable cost which yet shows a profit 
to the owner. He is, we are informed, planning 
on bigger 
and therefore more economical 


equipment for next year, gradually building 
up his fleet to the point where it can make a 
real bid for important traffic. 
He should be 


encouraged, and so should we who live in the 
river towns, by the showing of the 
federal 


barge-line on the lower river, which, reports 
just issued show, has made in the year just 
passed a profit of $121,000 to the government, 
beside a freight saving of $850,000 to the ship- 
pers who used it. 


This is the line that runs from St. Louis 


to New Orleans, which has been in steady op- 
eration now for several years. The fact that 
after all costs, interest charges and overhead 
are paid the line shows a substantial 
profit 


should be the effective answer to the doubting 
Thomases of the upper river who have been 
cold to the vision of enthusiasts over river re- 
vival. 
If government 
operation, 
which" is 


notoriously less economical than private man- 
agement, can make the lower river barge line a 
financial success, it would seem reasonable to 
infer that it can be done successfully on the 
upper river. 


The St. Paul line now operating 
to La 


Crosse is a courageous and worthwhile ven- 
ture, and the young man who is behind it is 
building from the bottom up in a commendably 
sound and conservative way. But it will be 
several years before he can handle any consid- 
erable share of the traffic between the Twin 
Cities and the up-river points which he reaches, 
and his service does not touch at all the Illinois 
coal shipping points, or any of 
the 
larger 


towns below La Crosse. between which there 
must be a potential traffic of great magnitude. 
Without available figures to go upon, it still 
seems from a casual survey of the situation 
that the traffic to be had on the river between 
St. Louis and La Crosse would be enormously 
greater than that between La Crosse and the 
Twin Cities. And as the river grows steadily 
larger as it flows south, the certainty of steady 
operation in low water should make the middle 
reaches of the stream still more desirable for 
freight navigation. 


The capital of the St. Paul line will not 


permit them this extension for some time to 
come, even though the traffic be ready 
and 


waiting. It would seem that the government, 
which has the power, should trifle no longer 
with Colonel Goltra in St. Louis, but should de- 
mand that his dog in the manger tactics cease 
at once, and that the government barge fleet 
which he holds on a lease in which there is an 
operation clause, be either started up the river 
without delay or returned to the government 
for its own operation or that of a private lessor. 
Probably this year's showing of the lower river 
line will be sufficient to induce private capital 
to take the Goltra barges, or at least to relieve 
the government service of any misgivings about 
tackling the job itself if private bids are lack- 
ing. 


What's Up? 


QOMETHING seems 
about to happen in 


•^ Europe. After a period of almost a year 
in which conditions seemed to remain outward- 
ly stationary, despite much talk and prophecy, 
events are again on the march. The British 
ministry of Lloyd George has fallen, easily the 
outstanding event of the year 
in 
European 


politics. 
Greece has had a revolution. Ger- 


many is at last facing bankruptcy, as financiers 
have been predicting ever since the months fol- 
lowing the treaty of Versailles and the discov- 
ery of the German reaction to that document. 
And in Italy the Facta ministry has been over- 
thrown and a new deal seems imminent. Not 
since the first year after the war has there been 
such a general political upheaval over the con- 
tinent. 
What this stirring of the caldron presages 


it is impossible to predict. Perhaps it will be 
new war. Perhaps—let us ardently hope so— 
it is the first sign of recognition in the Europr 
ean nations of the futility of peace on the Ver- 
sailles basis, and the beginning of a new era in 
which common sense and not war hatreds will 
be the basis of international relationships. But 
it seems certain that something of vast im- 
portance is in the making. It is not mere chance 
that the volcanoes should begin to smoke sim- 
ultaneously in all these separate 
countries. 


They are too closely related economically for 
the situation in one not to react upon the rest. 
Undoubtedly there is an obscure movement of 
some sort in progress.
